HAULING AVAILABLE 
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Elba City Council borrows $125,000 to fund day-to-day operations

The Elba City Council took a stab 
Monday night at settling two po- 
tentially costly lawsuits, approved 
borrowing $125,000 and adopted a 
paid funeral leave policy for em- 
ployees. 

Following an executive session of 
one hour and fifteen minutes, the 
city council approved a motion to 
setile two wrongful firing lawsuits 
filed last October against the City of 
Elba. 

Recreation Director Ricky Mu- 
larz and Street Superintendent James 
Simmons were terminated in Oc- 
tober, 1993, by Mayor Ricky Hay 
wood. The Elba City Council then 
-voted not to uphold these firings, 
however Haywood maintained his 
position on the terminations and the 
federal court lawsuits resulted. 

A motion was made by council 


member Bill Brunson to authorize 
settlements in accordance with some 
June 30th correspondence and pay 
the settlements in installments. No 
details were released on the settle- 
ment offers. Indications were that 
details would be released once a set- 
tlement is finalized. 

The vote was three for, one 
against and one abstaining. Voting 
for the motion were Brunson, coun- 
cil member Gladys Yelverton and 
Mayor Ricky Haywood. Opposing 
was council member Earl McCol- 
lough while council member Brad 
Wilson abstained. Council member 
John W. Sharpless was out of town. 

Following the meeting Wilson ex- 
plained his position and his reason 
for not voting on the settlement of- 
fer. He said, “ I would not vote 
against the setthkement because it was 
in the best interest of the city and the 
taxpayers to settle the lawsuits.” He 
continued, “I did not vote for it be- 
cause the two employees were fired 


on the Wednesday before I was 
swom into office, therefore none of 
it was of my doings.” 

Finalizing any accepted settle- 
ment will take at least a week, at 
bést. First a written offer to settle 
must be sent to attorneys for the two 
men, exact legal terminology agreed 
upon by the employees, their at- 
torneys, city officials and their at- 
torneys and the federal judge. Then, 
and only then, can the fired em 
ployees return to work, if that is in 
fact part of the settlement agreement. 

The $125,000 was borrowed to 
fund day-to-day operations for tlie 
balance of the fiscal year.. Book- 
keeper Murry Hardwick had told 
council members last week that he 
would need almost $100,000 to pay 
current invoices. 

Haywood reminded council mem- 
bers they had also been told there 
wouldn’t be enough money to make 
payroll this week without some bor- 
rowed money.

Item eight on the printed city 
council agenda called for approval 
of borrowing $200,000. However, 
Haywood said he felt the lessor 
amount would be enough. 

The mayor reported he had con- 
tacted both local banks and had re- 
ceived identical offers of five per- 
cent interest on a six month note. He 
said however that SouthTrust needed 
several days to process the loan and 
review accounting figures from the 
city's auditors while The Peoples 
Bank would make the funds avail 
able immediately. 

Haywood recommended the 
council approve borrowing $125,000 
from The Peoples Bank for six 
months at the five percent interest. 
He said, “In order for the city to op- 
erate, we're going to have to borrow 
the money.” 

No decision was made on how 
the money would be repaid. The 
mayor noted the new sales tax 
wasn’t going to retire this debt, it 
was needed for operations. He sug- 
gested re-establishing a city court to 
handle traffic violations and other 
misdemeanors. The mayor explained 
that since the District Attorney’s of- 
fice stopped handling these cases for 


the city, the cost was up sharply. He 
said a city court would make money 
for Elba. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough reported to the council with a 
recommended paid funeral leave pol- 
icy which was accepted. This will be 
in addition to annual or sick leave. 

A three day funeral leave is avail 
able upon the death of a member of 
the immediate family. Verification 
must be provided upon request. This 
leave “may be taken any time after 
the death and up to and including 
one calendar day past the day of the 
funeral.” 

A one day funeral leave is avail- 
able (on the day of the funeral) upon 
the death of a grandchild, grandpar- 
ent or spouse’s grandparent, brother- 
in-law or sister-in-law. This is only 
if the funeral is “on the employee’s 
regularly scheduled work day.” 

City Attorney Mark Vaughan re- 
ported on a land line question at the 
new Elba landfill, off the Samson 
Highway. Flack-Haney had pur- 
chased the timber on the property 
and a question of the land line arose 
with adjoining property owners. 

Vaughan said his firm had cer- 
tified the property lines in the 1960's 


for the Mulberry Association and 
again when the city purchased the 
land. He said the same description 
was used when the timber was sold. 

Vaughan said an old fence was 
not on the property line. He ex- 
plained that “adverse possession” 
does not apply to governments or to 
charities, therefore the “line is the 
line.” The attorney advised city of- 
ficials to allow the timber company 
to cut the trees and not refund their 
money. 

Monthly bills totaling $21,825.71 
were approved for payment. 

Assistant Police Chief Maxwell 
Hooks gave the police report. He 
told of the department receiving 26 
complaints and issuing 17 traffic ci- 
tations. 

The three traffic citations in- 
cluded three for parking in a handi- 
capped zone. Haywood asked Hooks 
to instruct the officers issuing these 
citations to follow up in the courts 
and report back to the council. He 
noted that if the courts were not con- 
victing these violators, there was no 
need to ticket them.

Compared to recent : meetings, 
Monday morning’s meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission was rel- 
atively short. .

County Engineer Mark Pool re- 
ported that work on flood damaged 
roads was continuing but that there 
is still a lot to be done. 

He stated that, at this time, 25 of 
the county’s roads remained closed 
to traffic.

He requested that the commission 
approve, on an emergency basis, the 
rental of an additional front-end 
loader and a track excavator.' 

Rental on the two pieces of equip- 
ment will be $7,500.00 per month. 

When asked how long the equip- 
ment would be needed, Pool re- 
sponded, “Until the flood repairs are 
done.” ' 

Or OPES approved the ren- 
tal. 

It was noted that if the county lat- 
er decided to purchase the two piec- 
es of equipment, the rental payments 
would be applied toward the pur- 


chase price. 

Discussion then tumed toward the 
closing of the old county landfill. 
Pool stated that no word had been re- 
ceived on whether or not an exten- 
sion would be granted. 

He told commission members 
that he was proceeding as though the 
extension would not be granted. 

Commission Bernest Brooks 
asked Pool if he would make the 
deadline. 

He answered, “I’m not promising 
nothing, but we’re going to make the 
darndest attempt you’ ve ever seen!”

Restoration on Elba’s power dam a slow process

It may not be the Hoover Dam, 
but to the two men working to re- 
store the Elba Dam, it is just as im- 
portant. 

Ben Ammons and Jesse Blenn are 
fulfilling a dream as well as rising to 
the challenge of once again having 
the Pea River generate electrical 
power. 

In 1966, the power house at the 
Elba Dam, located on the Pea River 
just south of Elba, was “taken off 
line” and no longer fed power into 
transmission lines. 

According to records acquired by 
Blenn during his research, construc- 
tion of the dam began 1916, The 
dam actually began generating pow- 
er in the mid 1920's, 

The dam was constructed during 
Charles Henderson’s term as Gov- 
ernor of the State of Alabama. 

After its completion, it was oper- 
ated by Pea River Power company 
and supplied electrical power to 
Elba, Troy, and the surrounding 
area, 

The operation of the dam was lat- 
er taken over by Alabama Electric 
which wholesaled power to local 
towns and cooperatives. No exact 


Mr. Ammons, a native of North 
Carolina, has always been interested 
in power dams. After his retirement, 
he actively pursued his interest. 

For twenty-five years, Ammons 
was a commercial pilot for Eastern 
Airlines. In fact, he flew the last 
plane to fly for Eastern back to At- 
lanta on its final flight. 

In his search for a “small” dam to 
restore, he followed several leads in 
North Carolina but none were suc- 
cessful. The state has several dams 
similar to the one in Elba. 

During his quest for a dam, he re- 
membered the dam on the Pea River. 
He had seen the dam while flying as 
a crop duster pilot in this area during 
the 60's. 

He contacted a long-time friend 


date of the transfer of ownership was ~~ 


known by Ammons or Blenn, 

The dam continued to generate 
power until the mid-sixties, at which 
time AEC determined it was no 
longer cconomically feasible to 
maintain the dam, 

At some point after the dam was 
shut down, the ownership was trans- 
ferred to the City of Elba. Several 
ideas were considered by city offi- 
cials on how to develop the property 
but nothing was ever done, 

The facility, on two different oc- 


“ casions, was leased to private com- 


panics who promised to place the 
dam back in operation and supply 
power to the city, Neither were suc- 
cessful, 

In 1992, Ben Ammons negotiated 
a deal to purchase the dam from the 
City of Elba. 


in Coffee County, James Farris, who 
told him that the Elba Dam had been 
closed and possibly was available. 

Ammons said, “I knew that James 
knew a lot of people in Coffee 
County and he would know or could 
find out what I wanted to know.” 

Ammons made contact with city 
officials and made his deal. He had a 
dam! 

To assist him in his work, Am- 
mons contacted Blenn and the two 
men began the task of bringing the 
“old dam” to life. 

Bienn has had some experience in 
restoring dams such as the one in 
Elba, He did this type work in Latin 
America for about 10 years, 

Neither of the men have engincer- 
ing degrees but they do have an 


abundance of practical experience 
and more than enough desire. 

“Much of the work, since under- 
taking the restoration of the dam, has 
been tearing out,” said Ammons. 

“We knew from the beginning 
that it was going to be a long, slow 
process and lots of hard work!” 

Much of the work has been in lo- 
cating parts with which to repair the 
generators. For the most part, old 
generators which will be compatible 
with this type operation, have had to 
be located, They in-turn have had to 
be rebuilt. 

Originally, the dam housed three

New Crime Bill Victimizes the Taxpayer 


The crime bill, which will soon 
be voted on by the House and Senate, 


appears to be more a resurrection of 
the failed social-welfare policies of 


the 1960's than legislation dedicated 
to curbing violent crime in America. 

Underneath all the hype is $9 
billion in mcve welfare programs 
which will have no direct relation to 
crime control. 

On the surface it looks good — 
100,000 additional police on the 
Streets and billions in grants to states 
fornew prison construction. Butthere 
is much more to the new crime bill 
than meets the eye. 

For starters, the federal goy- 
ernment will pay for only 20,000 of 
the 100,000 additional police on pa- 
trol. Your state and local government 
pick up the rest of the tab. 

Under the crime bill’s prison 
grants program, states can actually 
use much of the grant money on other 
programs, thereby defeating the pur- 
pose. 

And instead of requiring states 
to toughen their criminal justice Sys- 
tems and enact “truth in sentencing”, 
states can gorighton with early parol- 
ing of criminals. 

A surprising 75 percent of the 
money allocated under the $30 bil- 
lion crime bill isn’t even earmarked 
and will be spent by the President at 
his discretion. So, right off the top 
most of the funding goes directly to 
the nation’s larger cities where politi- 
cal interests are the greatest. Rural 
areas will be the big losers. 

What’s more, the crime bill 
even eliminates mandatory sentenc- 
ing for drug dealers if they have no 


previous criminal convictions, and if 


the crime did not involve a gun or 
death or serious injury. This means 
that 10,000 prisoners can retroactively 
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appeal their sentences, 

From here, I'm afraid the dis- 
appointment only deepens further. 
The crime bill sets aside $1.5 billion 
for “culture health” classes, “dance 
programs,” culture sensitivity instruc- 
tion, counseling services and self. 
esteem training. 

Additionally, it provides $1.8 
billion in formula grants to local gov- 
ernmments for education, substance 
abuse, and job programs. It has no 
Way to enforce that the funds be spent 
directly for true law and order crime 
fighting. 

Ifall of this isn’tenough, there 
is another $2.8 billion allocated for 
programs which range in description 
from Youth Employment Skills, to 
Child Centered Activities, to Mid- 
night Sports Leagues. 

As the Citizens Against Gov- 
ernment Waste group recently ob- 
served; “What do you do with these 
hoopsters when the gym shuts down 
at 2 or 3 a.m.?” 

The American taxpayer al- 
ready spends more than $25 billion a 
year on youth-oriented social pro- 
grams,, According to the General 
Accounting Office, there are currently 
seven federal departments sponsor- 
ing 266 so-called crime prevention 
programs. 

Ask your local police officer 
Which is the most critical to crime ' 
prevention, more social spending or 
tougher enforcement of existing laws? 
The answer should be obvious. 

Unless the liberal crime bill is 
gutted of its waste and criminal- 
friendly programs, it is the American 
taxpayer who will be victimized, ‘ 

Congress should not pass any 
crime bill which steals from the tax- 
payer and places lives in further jeop- 
ardy,

“We are children of God, and if 
children, heirs also, heirs of God and 
fellow heirs with Christ. (Romans 
8:16-17)" 

Homer and Langley Collyer were 
sons of a respected New York doc- 
tor. Both had earned college degrees. 
In fact, Homer had studied at Co- 
lumbia University to became an at- 
torney. When old Dr. Collyer died in 
the carly part of this century, his 
sons inherited the family home and 
estate, The two men--both bache- 
lors--were now financially secure. 

The Collyer brothers, however, 
chose a peculiar lifestyle, not at all 
consistent with the material status 
their inheritance gave them. They 
lived in almost total seclusion. They 
boarded up the windows of their 
house and padlocked the doors. All 
their utilities--including water--were 
shut off. No one was ever seen com- 
ing or going from the house. From 
the outside it appeared empty. 

Though the Collyer family had 
been quite prominent, almost no one 
in New York society remembered 
Homer and Langley Collyer by the 
time World War II ended. 

On March 21, 1947, police re- 
ceived an anonymous telephone tip 
that a man had died inside the board- 
ed-up house. Unable to force their 
way in through the front door, they 
entered the house through a second 
story window. Inside they found 
Homer Collyer’s corpse on a bed. 
He had died clutching the February 
22, 1920 issue of the Jewish Morn- 
ing Journal, though he had been to- 
tally blind for years. This macabre 
scene was set against an equally gro- 
tesque backdrop. 

It seems the brothers were collec- 
tors. They collected everything-- 
especially junk. Their house was 
crammed full of broken machinery, 
auto parts, boxes, appliances, folding 
chairs, musical instruments, rags, as- 
sorted odds and ends, and bundles of 
old newspapers. Virtually all of it 
was worthless. An enormous moun- 
tain of debris blocked the front door. 
Investigators were forced to continue 
using the upstairs window for weeks 
while excavators worked to clear a 
path to the door. 

Nearly three weeks later, as work- 
men were still hauling heaps of re- 
fuse away, someone made a grisly 
discovery. Langley Collyer’s body 
was buried beneath a pile of rubbish 
some six feet away from where 
Homer had died. Langley had been 
crushed to death in a crude booby

trap he had built to protect his pre 
cious collection from intruders. 

The garbage eventually removed 
from the Collyer house totaled more 
than 140 tons. No one ever learned 
Why the brothers were stockpiling 
their pathetic treasure, except that an 
old friend of the family recalled that 
Langley once said that he was saving 
newspapers so Homer could catch 
up on his reading if he ever regained 
his sight. 

Homer and Langley Collyer made 
a sad but fitting parable of the way 
many people in the church live, Al- 
though the Collyer’s inheritance was 
sufficient for all their needs, they 
lived their lives in unnecessary, self- 
imposed deprivation. Neglecting 
abundant resources that were right- 
fully theirs to enjoy, Homer and 
Langley instead turned their home 
into a squalid dump. Spurning their 
father's sumptuous legacy they 
binged instead on the scraps: of the 
world. ; 

Too many Christians live their 
lives that way. Disregarding the 
bountiful riches of an inheritance 
that cannot be defiled (1 Peter 1:4), 
they scour the wreckage of the 
world, collecting litter. Which will it 
be for you today--riches or rubbish?

The Alabama High School Athletic Association made major changes in 
the prep basketball playoffs last year, and most thought the changes were 
for the best, as only one sub-state game was held and then the teams in all 
classes went to Regional sites to earn a spot in the “Final 4" in Birming- 
ham. The gates were huge, the fans packed the gyms and the new format 
was accepted across the state, but the format apparently didn’t satisfy eve- 
ryone, because last week the AHSAA announced another new format for 
the coming season, 

Under the new format, the Area set-up will be eliminated and a new 
“Section” alignment will take its place. In the area format a total of 16 
Area divisions were used across the state, with anywhere from two to six 
teams in each area, In the new section format, only eight sections will ex- 
is across the state and the sections will have a minimum of seven teams 
and a maximum of ten teams. A section tournament will be held, with the 
top two teams from each section advancing on to Regional play, at one of 
four sites across the state. The top two teams will not play each other at 
the section tourney and will advance on to possibly play in regional finals. 

Part of the reasoning behind the plan was the fact that under the area 
format every team in the state had a chance to win a game or two and ad- 
vance onto sub-state play, no matter what their record during the regular 
season, The section tournaments will be seeded, with teams with better 
records getting byes, or easier first round games, while teams with poorer 
records will have to win three games to advance. 

Beginning with the 1995-96 season, the teams in the various sections 
will have to play each other at least once during the regular scason, to aid 
in the seeding process. This will make it easier to schedule more games 
and give fans a chance to see more teams. 

The idea of doing away with the area tournaments isn’t all that bad and 
the idea of sections instead of areas isn’t all that bad, either, Now if the 
state will wise up and put the same format in for all sports, which would 
certainly help teams like Elba fill out their schedules.

Funding of education in Alabama 
for the 1994-95 school year is still 
an undecided matter, 

The Elba City School System is 
withholding hiring two needed 
teachers because of the uncertainity 
of state funding.

The plan would give the Elba 
school system an additional 
$331,000, However Superintendent 
Charles Pearce said the totals were 
deceiving. $197,000 of that amount 
would go for legislative mandated 
8% pay raises for all employees, He 
added that $120,000 of the increase 
would be earmarked for new school 
busses. This would leave $14,000 
which would quickly be eaten up by 
other state or federally mandated ex- 
penditures, 

Pearce predicted there would be 
additional lawsuits in the equity 
funding matter, regardless of what 
happens this week with mediators or 
in Judge Gene Reese’s Montgomery 
courtroom, 

He explained that the original 
lawsuit was over equity funding, Di- 
viding up all funds equally would 


hurt the more affluent districts and 
the plan announced by the school 
board hurts schools such as Elba.

MORE CHANGES IN STORE FOR BASKETBALL 


The Alabama High School Athletic Association made major changes in 
the prep basketball playoffs last year, and most thought the changes were 
for the best, as only one sub-state game was held and then the teams in all 
classes went to Regional sites to eam a spot in the “Final 4" in Birming- 
ham. The gates were huge, the fans packed the gyms and the new format 
was accepted across the state, but the format apparently didn’t satisfy eve- 
ryone, because last week the AHSAA announced another new format for 
the coming season. 

Under the new format, the Area set-up will be eliminated and a new 
“Section” alignment will take its place. In the area format a total of 16 
Area divisions were used across the state, with anywhere from two to six 
teams in each area, In the new section format, only eight sections will ex- 
ist across the state and the sections will have a minimum of seven teams 
and a maximum of ten teams. A section tournament will be held, with the 
top two teams from each section advancing on to Regional play, at one of 
four sites across the state, ‘The top two teams will not play each other at 
the section tourney and will advance on to possibly play in regional finals. 

Part of the reasoning behind the plan was the fact that under the area 
format every team in the state had a chance to win a game or two and ad- 
vance on to sub-state play, no matter what their record during the regular 
season. The section tournaments will be seeded, with teams with better 
records getting byes, or easier first round games, while teams with poorer 
records will have to win three games to advance. 

Beginning with the 1995-96 season, the teams in the various sections 
will have to play each other at least once during the regular season, to aid 
in the seeding process. This will make it easier to schedule more games 
and give fans a chance to see more teams. 

The idea of doing away with the area tournaments isn’t all that bad and 
the idea of sections instead of areas isn’t all that bad, either. Now if the 
state will wise up and put the same format in for all sports, which would 
certainly help teams like Elba fill out their schedules.

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Funding of education in Alabama 
for the 1994-95 school year is still 
an undecided matter, 

The Elba City School System is 
withholding hiring two needed 
teachers because of the uncertainity 
of state funding. 

The state Board of Education re- 
cently announced a plan to divide 
the available funds, However the eq- 
uity funding lawsuit against the State 
has this matter tied up in Montgom- 
ery Circuit Court. 

The plan would give the Elba 
school system an _ additional 
$331,000, However Superintendent 
Charles Pearce said the totals were 
deceiving, $197,000 of that amount 
would go for legislative mandated 
8% pay raises for all employees. He 
added that $120,000 of the increase 
would be earmarked for new school 
busses, This would leave $14,000 
which would quickly be eaten up by 
other state or federally mandated ex- 
penditures, 

Pearce predicted there would be 
additional lawsuits in the equity 
funding matter, regardless of what 
happens this week with mediators or 
in Judge Gene Reese’s Montgomery 
courtroom, 

He explained that the original 
lawsuit was over equity funding. Di- 
viding up all funds equally would 


hurt the more affluent districts and 
the plan announced by the school 
board hurts schools such as Elba, 

Pearce also quoted from a recent 
report Out of the state department of 
education which indicated local 
funding minimums could require 
Elba to raise $50,000 in addition to 
the $191,000 from the recent sales 
tax increase. This was using for- 
mulas in the education reform pro- 
posals before the Alabama _leg- 
islature earlier this year, 

Educators across the state are 
making dire predictions of what may 
happen if this matter remains un- 
setued, 

Present state funding for educa- 
tion expires on September 30th, at 
the end of the state’s fiscal year. At 
present no funds have been released 


~:,, Education funding remains undecided 


for the new year 

Some school superintendents in 
Alabama are suggesting a massive 
shutdown on that date until the fund- 
ing matter is settled, 

A number of problems are al- 
ready facing school administrators. 
They must submit a budget to the 
state department, There is a deadline 
for filing this budget. The budget 
must be a balanced budget and there 
is no firm figures on how much state 
money (if any) will be available Oc- 
tober 1, 1994, The unsettled equity 
lawsuit is holding up any school 
funding decisions, 

Those requirements can’t all be 
met at this time, or by the es- 
tablished deadlines, therefore it is 
impossible not to violate one or 
more of the regulations,

Dietary Therapy: a possible 
solution for many people 


Coffee Countians consume far 
too much fat, sodium and choleste- 
rol, and they pay a heavy price for 
their poor eating habits. 

In fact, three of the most common 
diseases in the United States-- 
hypertension, heart disease and dia- 
betes--are a least partly caused by 
poor eating habits. 

Treating these diseases often re- 
quires expensive medical procedures 
such as coronary bypass surgery, an- 
gioplasty and drug medication, The 
high cost of these procedures has 
prompted many doctors to look for 
newer, cheaper ways to treat these 
diseases. 

One alternative is diet therapy. 
Studies have shown that low-fat 
diets rich in fruits, grains and vegeta- 
bles can actually work to unclog 
cholesterol-congested arteries. 

Moreover, some people who suf- 
fer from hypertension and diabetes 
are able to discard expensive drug 
medication by following a low-fat 
diet. 

In addition .to being considerably 
cheaper than conventional treatment 
methods, diet therapy appears to be 
effective and long-lasting. 


Switching to a low-fat diet isn’t» 


as difficult as it maty seem--even for 
many Southerners who have spent a 
lifetime eating fried foods. Many 
people have the wrong impression 
that low-fat diets are: bland and taste- 
less. In fact, countiess numbers of 
heart and diabetes pzitients who have 
been advised to crit their calories 
have discovered thiat low-fat diets 
can be delicious. 

Some physicians now believe that 
people with diabetes; or heart disease 
should first try a low-fat diet, cou- 
pled with moderatic exercise. Pa- 
tients should consicier medication or 
surgery only if diet and exercise fail 
to work. 


Some doctors aliso contend that 
the government shouild take steps to 
prevent people from developing diet- 
related diseases. They believe that 
all government-adnainistered food 
programs--such as l.inches served at 
prisons, schools and shospitals--ought 
to be low in fat, choliesterol and sodi- 
um. f 

They believe the same policy 
should also apply to meals served at 
nursing homes, hos) itals, and other 
facilities reimburseri by Medicaid 
and Medicare.

Fire plugs available for a price 


Rural residents who will receive 
water from the proposed Landfill 
Water Line Extension by the Coffee 
County Commission have received a 
letter from the engineer handling the 
project for the commission. The let- 
ter shows the connection fee, meter 
deposit and water rates. 

Also in this letter in information 
that the home owner can get a fire 
hydrant installed (during the con- 
struction period) for the contract 
price of $1,016.80. 

Most insurance companies give 
much lower rates if adaquate water 
is available within 1,000 feet to fight 
a house fire. One home owner who 


will be served by the Landfill Water 
Line Extension has checked with his 
insurance company and predicts he 
will save the full cost of the fire plug 
installation within two years, due to 
reduced insurance charges. 

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board estimates it will cost at least 
$1,498.32 if home owners wait until 
the system is installed and Elba wa- 
ter crews are required to cut into the 
main line to install a fire plug.

Water Supervisor Dennis Cole- 
man updated board members on the 
recent chlorine leak. He noted it was 
truly a very, very dangerous situa- 
tion. he said such a leak is rare and 
the first in Elba since he has been 
here, but everyone involved did what 
they have been trained to do. 

Coleman reported that the leak 
was caused by a quality control 
problem on the part of the man- 
ufacturer, He also said he would be 
reporting to the board in September 
on the cost of leak kits for testing the 
cylinders, 

There is an existing chlorine leak 
alarm system at each well, but Cole- 
man recommended installing a sys- 
tem that would sound the alarm at 
the police station when there is such 
a leak. 

The board tabled any action on a 
pay raise requested by Coleman. 
board member Bill Brunson said he 
would like the matter considered 
with the budget for the new fiscal 
year, 

Brunson also informed the board 
that the city council committee ap- 
pointed some time ago to review the 
personne! policies should have a re- 
port ready for the council and the 
board by October Ist.

The Coffee County Commission 
held a special meeting Monday 
morning to get an update on the stat- 
us of the flood damage recovery pro- 
cess. 

County Engineer Mark Pool told 
commissioners that 14 county roads 
remained closed at this time. Work 
continues but he warns that it will 
still be sometime before things are 
back to “pre-flood status.” 

He stated that work is continuing 
on the closing of the old landfill and 
that he hopes to meet the October 
9th deadline, No word has been re- 
ceived in regards to being granted an 
extension by the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, 

As time and manpower permits, 
Pool plans to began work on the sec- 
ond cell at the new county landfill; 
however, flood damage repairs and 
the closing of the old landfill are 
both “high priority” projects at this 


time. 

Some good news is that Coffee 
County should be receiving some 
funds in the near future with which 
to pay for some of the damages. 

According to Pool, $339,913.00 
in damage assessments on off- 
system roads has already been writ- 
ten up by inspection teams. It has 
been forwarded to FEMA (Federal 
Emergency Management Agency) 
for checking and approval. 

Before going into “a closed door 
session,” commissioners set a weight 
limit of 60,000 pounds on the Pen- 
ney Road. Signs have been ordered 
and will be put in place in the near 
future. 

In other action concerning 
weight, the commissioners gave ap- 
proval to landfill personnel to not al- 
low any trucks being Overweight to 
dump in the landfill, They will be 
sent back to their point of origin, 
This policy is to become effective 
September 6th, 

The commission adjourned until 
Monday, August 22, 1994,

Five injured during chlorine Spill

All the emergency vehicles going 
up the Brantley Highway with sirens 
blaring Tuesday morning, August 9, 
was no drill! 

At approximately 7:30 p.m., an 
>mployee of the City of Elba Water 
Department was notified by a pass- 
ing motorists that there appeared to 
de something leaking at the water 
tank on the Brantley Highway. 

Water Department Superinten- 
dent Dennis Coleman, who was al- 
eady enroute to make a routine in- 
ection of all the city’s well sites, 
‘aS notified and he immediately 
went to the scene. 

Coleman, upon his arrival at the 
well, discovered chlorine spewing 
from a 150 pound pressurized cylin- 
der. 

The Elba Fire Department was 
dispatched to the scene to assist in 
securing the immediate area. Also, 
units of the Elba Rescue Squard 
were dispatched to the site of the 
leak, 

After assessing the situating, Elba 
Fireman Danny Jordan, who is also a 
Ft. Rucker Fireman, determined that 
additional help was needed in han- 
dling the chlorine leak. 

Ft. Rucker was advised of the sit- 
uation and a HazMat Team (consists 
of personnel especially trained to 
deal with harzardous materials) was 
dispatched to the scene. 

Meanwhile, Elba firemen assisted 
by police officers evacuated resi- 
dents from the immediate area, 
About five residents were vacated as 
a precautionary measure. 

Firemen, with the help of Elba 
Police and Coffee County Sheriff's 
Deputies secured the area and moni- 
tored the “gaseous cloud” until per- 
sonnel from Ft, Rucker arrived. 

The HazMat Team arrived shortly 
before 9:00 a.m, and immediately 
proceeded to secure the leak. 

According to Wanda Reynolds, 
Ft. Rucker’s Public Affairs Office, 
stated that the team found that a sin- 


Cave-in kills one man injures another 


A cave-in last Thusday afternoon 
in an Enterprise, Alabama subdivi- 
sion claimed the life of one man and 
injured another, 

The dead man was identified by 
authorities as Thomas Davidson, 29, 
of Tennesee, He was presently living 
in Level Plains. 

Injured in the accident was Dan 
Robke, 34, of Enterprise. 

The two men were members of a 
contracting crew installing sewer 
lines along a new section of Kings- 
wood Drive to a new subdivision, A 
ditch was being dug down the center 
of the roadway to tie into an existing 
line, 

The subdivision is located just off 
Sheel Field Rorad in northern Enter- 
prise 

The accident occurred around 
2:30 p.m. while the two men were 
digging in a tench more than ten 
feet deep with no casing or protec- 
tive shoring, 

Recurers worked for nearly seven 
hours before both men were freed- 
one alive and the other dead! 

Davidson's body was recovered 
from the trench and removed from 
the sceneshortly after 7 p.m. 

It was not until after 9 p.m, that 
Robke was removed from the ditch 
and taken to Medical Center Enter- 
prise for treatment of his injuries, He 


complained of pain in his legs, hip, 
and chest areas, 

The rescue efforts, which seemed 
lo by-standers “to be taking too 
long,” had to be done in a slow and 
methodical manner to prevent the 
survivor from being “buried alive.” 

Water to the area was cut off and 
drained to prevent the ditch from be- 
ing flooded should water mains in 
the trench break. 

Nearby, holes were dug into 
which dirt could be quickly moved 
should there be further cave-ins near 
the trapped men, 

Oxygen was supplied to Robke 
during his entrapment and precau- 
tions were made to ensure that he 
had an “air pocket” in which to 
breath should another cave-in occur, 

All during the rescue effort, 
workers had to put aside their dis- 
comfort caused by extreme heat and 
continue their work with one goal in 
mind - to save a 

!t was a long process, but one life 
was saved because of the efforts of 
so many, 

In charge of the rescue operation 
were members of the Enterprise Res- 
cue Squad. Assisting in the recovery 
were members of the Enterprise Fire 
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gle cylinder was leaking through a 
hole about six inches from the bot- 
tom of the tank, 

‘That 150 pound chlorine tank 
was leaking on 10 other tanks,” said 
Reynolds. “So, that had the potential 
to be something really bad if it had 
(the escaping chlorine) eating 
through tose other tanks,” 

It took approximately 15 minutes 
for the team from Ft. Rucker to con- 
tain the ‘leak using a special kit de- 
signed for that purpose, 

Commanding the unit from Ft. 
Rucker was Assistant Fire Chief.Ge- 
rald Bottoms. Serving as Operations 
Officer was Steve Carlisle and 
Charles Layton was Safety Officer 
for the incident. There were about 10 
total personnel from Ft. Rucker as- 
‘siting in the operation. 

During the incident, four Elba 


firemen and one water department 
employee were treated for heat ex- 
haustion. They also had to be 
“washed down” due to being ex- 
posed to the chlorine. 

The injured were transported to 
Elba General Hospital for treatment 
and were later released. 

Charles Webb, director of Coffee 
County Emergency Management 
Agency, was also on the scene to as- 
sist in the operation. 

He stated that local and county 
firemen have all received training on 
how to handle situations such as the 
one which occurred on Tuesday. 

Webb stated that Ft. Rucker has a 
“mutual support agreement” with 
Coffee County to assist in situation 
such as the chlorine leak. 

He had nothing but praise for eve- 
ryone taking part in the operation, 


N.B. police officer arrested 


A New Brockton police officer 
has been arrested and charged with 
criminal trespass. 

Harry Laid, a police office with 
the New Brockton Police Depart- 
ment, turned himself in last Friday 
evening to the Coffee County Sher- 
iffs Department. 

He was booked and released after 
signing a $300 appearance bond, 

According to reports, a warrant 
was signed by a New Brockton resi- 
dent, Nancy Carnley, last Friday. 

Carnley alleges that the police of- 
ficer, Laid, enetred her home with- 
Out the proper authoprization - a 
search warrant. 

Already, Ms. Carnley had regis- 
tered a complaint concerning the in- 
cident with the New Brockton Town 
Council during their August 1st 
meeting. 

At that time, the council voted to 
conduct or rather have another law 
enforcement agency conduct an in- 
vestigation into Ms, Carnley’s charg- 
es, Attorney Joe Sawyer, the town’s 
legal counsel was to make the ar- 
rangement, 

Meanwhile, Officer Laird was to 
remain on duty with the police de- 
partment working his regualr sched- 
ule. 


According to an unconfirmed re- 
port, Laird has been suspended from 
duty with pay since his arrest on Fri- 
day. 

There has been no official com- 
ment or news release concerning the 
matter from the New Brockton Po- 
tice Chief, Mayor or members of the 
town council. 

The offense is a Class A misdom- 
eanor punishable by not more than 1 
year in jail and/or a fine of more 
than $2,000.00. 

Laird’s case is scheduled for hear-:
